A DISASTROPS FIRE. 


Tke raanmotli Sltopa of tlie Jenney 
Blectrfc Mjigbt Compnnr 
tTp 
in Smoke—TUe I<O«a, IIMIUP- 
snce a n d the Fatnre 
PlsBs off tike Com- 
p u y . 


Whftt were yesterday the great and 
growing Jenney electric works are to-day 
smouldering 
ruins. 
Shattered walls, 
crumbled machinery and here and there 
a projecting wing mark the site of the 
industry that sent its agencies all over 
the American continent, contesting for 
business every inch of the ground from 
Maine to CaUfomia, from New York 
harbor to the Gulf of Mexico. 


This mammoth institutiou is wiped 
out in a night, leveled, obliterated and 
wrecked, so that nothing remains but 
the energy and individuality of its pro- 
jectors and the fruits of their triumphs 
abroad. 


Some time before 1 o'clock last night 
a fire started on the second floor in the 
north-west corner of the main or old 
building. 
This part is used as a paint 
room and some carpenter work is done 
there, so that the flames found the best 
of fuel to feed on. 
In a minute or two 
the light flashed against the windows and 
spread out in a manner to alarm Officer 
John Tremmel, 
James Butler, who 
lives near the works, and Isaac Johnson, 
the night watchman. 
His statement is 
substantially this: "About fifteen min- 
utes to 1 o'clock I made the rounds of 
the building and found everything reg- 
ular. 
I repaired to the ground floor of 
the main shop and began eating my mid- 
night lunch. 
Rather soon, possibly in 
ten or fifteen minutes, I heard a sort of 
rumbling or cracking sound as if light- 
ing matches and hurried to the upper 
floor only to see the blaze as you know." 


Just here the watchman seems to have 
lost his head. 
Some assert that he at- 
tempted to smother the fire with his 
own hands before sending in an alarm. 
Mr. Butler, who lives close by, says that 
about that time he hurried out of bed, 
ran around the works yelling "fire" but 
he failed to discover the watchman. 


All this time the fire was growing into 
great volumes, and some two or three 
alarms were sent in. 
The night watch- 
man says the telephone would not work 
and attributes his delay in giving a gen- 
eral alarm of fire to so many circum- 
stances that his story is all clouded. 


When the department arrived at the 
scene the main building was in flames 
and beyond saving. 
The fire ran 
through the structure like a flash and 
when its fangs reached favored food the 
flames belched out with renew^ed force_ 
Windows crumbled, the roof rolled up 
and fell off, and the raging, seething 
elements swept on with cyclonic swift- 
ness until the structure resembled a 
great fire pot fed from below by some 
hidden force. 


On this picture the firemen played, 
throwing 
one, two, three and four 
streams of water as the force would 
permit. 
The hose were stretched across 
the tracks of the Pittsburg and Fort 
Wayne road, blockading it for three 
hours. 


But the fire raged madly on unmind- 
ful of the water and it seemed as though 
it would never lose its force. 
Now the 
northwest corner toppled over, then the 
top of the north wall and here and there 
huge chunks of brick fell out, leaving 
spire like projections to divide the blaze 
and give it even more 
fierceness. 
^ 


There was scarcely no wind, and hap- 
pily so, for it must seriously menace the 
suiTounding houses. 
As it was the huge 
sparks set the roofs on fire, but a friend- 
ly splash from the hosemen 
would 
quench each recurring blaze. 


Still the fire swept on eating its way 
from one room to another until it en- 
sconced the entire plant and it was good 
daylight when the flames spent their 
fuiy and climbed, circled and writhed 
about the parched walls in their mad 
chase for further food. 
Doomed from 
the start, destruction was now com- 
plete and the scene lost its wierd charms 
for the hundreds of people whom the 
shrill alarm of the fire bell summoned 
from their homes. 


The buildings, all of them, are burned 
beyond rejiair. The destruction is com- 
plete—the loss entire. 


By a little strategy, the private office, 
projecting out towards Broadway, was 
saved from complete ruin and this hap- 
pily preserves the papers, books and 
valuable records of the company, ena- 
bling them at least to keep track of their 
extensive business abroad. 
These con- 
stitute the trophies of a losing battle 
and at« about all the company have left 
of their Fort Wayne plant. 


THE liOSa AND INBUBAVOE. 


The loss of the Jenney company is esti- 
mated all thewayfroma200,000to $800,- 
000, with an insurance of only $148,000, 


all it could get, and some of that was 
placed but recently. 


"Our loss, said Mr. P. A. Randall, one 
of the stockholders, "is vastly more than 
the insurance. 
Our invoice shows that. 
When you take into consideration the 
expensive machinery we employ and 
the costly nature of our stock, not to 
mention our loss of business, you can 
form an idea of our total loss. " 


THE ELIIPIIOTES AND PAT BOIILI. 


The Jenney company employed al- 
most 300 persons, 80 of whom are 
women. 
"Our pay roll," said Mr. 
Charles B. Fitch, the assistant manager 
of the works, "amounted to from $12,- 
000 to $15,000 a month. 
At present the 
pay roll amounted to more than that 
sum for our increased demands have 
just {oroed us to^ « t^iirteen hour schedule 
and thè employes labored unrtil 10 o'clock 
each night." 


On this topic Mr. P. A. Randall has 
some important figures. Said he, "The 
Jenney company was doing a business 
of two million dollars a year. 
We have 
orders enough on 
hand to run the 
works night and day for six months 
without touching another contract. 
In 
our shop last night we had 8100,000 
worth of finished work, and this is our 
severest loss. 
We have two hundred 
and fifty electric light plants to supply 
outside of Foi-t Wayne. 
Our New York 
plant promises uS a phenomenal income 
and only the other day Mr. McDonald 
contracted to light a new hotel at Stm 
Francisco. 
We employ in our 
Ftrt 
Wayne shops three hundied people, but 
when you take our agents and represen- 
tatives on the road, and the fact that J. 
H. Bass and Louis Rastetter have gangs 
of men always on our work, you c»n 
safely say that foiu' hundred people nre 
dependent on the Jenney^company for 
employment. 
But back of all this is a 
fortunate 
circumstance. 
Two weels 
ago we only had an insurance of S25,- 
000. In the past few days the insur- 
ance was increased to S148,000, and it 
helps us out now." 


BIK. M'DONAIÌD HEARD PROM. 


This morning Mr. R. T. McDonald 
replied to the telegrams of last night, 
informing him of the fire. He left New 
York City to-day on the limited express 
and will arrive home to-morrow morning 
at 5 o'clock. 


He also wired his representatives here 
to proceed at once to Plymouth and 
equip the shops there for operation and 
the company will make that their head- 
quarters pending a solution of the Fort 
Wayne problem. 


WILIJ THET REBUTLD ? 
The question is asked of eveiybody 
and none can answer it. 
Mr. McDonald 
has telegraphed machine men to meet 
him here this week and in tlie consulta- 
tion then the matter will be decided. 


Mr. P. A. Randall said: "I cannot say 
what we will do about rebuilding. 
Our 
engine and boiler are intact, having es- 
caped the 
fire. 
Our property is here, 
the foundation of the works is as good 
as ever and most of the brick can be 
used. 
These, of course, are induce- 
ments to rebuild, but I cannot say what 
will be done until Mr. McDonald an-ives 
home. 
Judge Taylor, who is our coun- 
sel, says he does not think the shops 
here will be rebuilt." 


Back of all this lurks the influence 
of the Thomjison-Heuston company. 


THE COMPANY AND ITS RESOURCES. 


The Jenney Electric Light company 
was organized in 1881, on what was 
known as the C. J. Jenney patents. The 
transactions 
that 
year were 
purely 
experimental. 
In 
1882, 
they 
were unimportant, but in 1883, active 
operations began, and from that time 
dates the success of the company. Their 
quarters on Superior street gi-ew too 
small for the business, and the com- 
pany acquired what was known as the 
Guuse mower works at the junction of 
Broadway and the Fort Wayne road. 
They added to the l>uilding from year to 
year, and even the past summer built a 
coal and coke room, and a carpenter and 
pattern department that they expected 
to oct;upy next week. 
This was their 
plant and 
it 
was 
not 
sufficient 
for the requirements of the company, 
which have assumed mammoth propor- 
tions. 


The capital stock of the company is 
$500,000, divided between John 
H. 
Bass, R. T. McDonald, H. G. Olds. P. 
A. Randall and M. W. Simons. 
Mr. 
McDonald is genei-al manager and to 
him, all concede, is due entirely, the 
power, prestige and gi-eatuess of the 
Fort Wayne Jenney Electric light com- 
pany. 
The cloud that shadowed its 
patents were lifted some months ago by 
Judge Walter Q. Gresham in his de- 
cision against the Brush company. This 
gave the Jenney company unquestioned 
standing in the business world, and in- 
creased the value of the property beyond 
the hopes of the stockholders. 


I t led to a consolidation of the Fort 
Wayne Jenney company and the Thomp 
son-Heuston company, of Lynn, l^foss. 
The last named company, it is said, ac- 
quired a controlling interest in the 
Fort Wayne plant and it was estimated 
at the time of the deal, some five months 
ago, that a few of the local stockholders 
realized something like $100,000each on 
then- electric light investment. 
On this 
question of consolidation the officers of 
the company are silent, asserting in 
reply to èli enquiries, that it is no 
one's affair but their own. 


THE WATER STTPPIIY PAILURB. 


As is usual in such cases, the water 
supply failed several times during the 
fire this morning and this fact in a great 
measure crippled the firemen and ren- 
dered their battle hopeless. 
The 
fire, 
of course, was a great distance from the 
pumping house and the force could not 
be stronger with the present machinery. 
No one is to blame for this state of 
affairs but the city. 
Its pumping appa- 
ratus is notoriously insufficent and this 
condition of things stares every citizen 
in the face. 


A C»ENERAI> SXRIKR.

GROWING SERIOUS. 


The strike of the railroad switchmen 
is taking an ugly phase.

A DISASTROUS FIRE. 


The MamatoUi Shop* of tho 


Electric Light Company oo Cp 
!• ' sntohe— The LOOT, 


Plum* of the Gom- 


What' were yesterday the great and 


growing Jenney electric works are to-day 
smouldering ruins. Shattered walls, 
crumbled machinery and here and there 
a projecting wing mark the site of the 
ndustry that sent its agencies all over 
;he American continent, contesting for 
lusiuess every inch of the ground from 
lilaine to California, from New York 
harbor to' the Gulf of Mexico. 


This mammoth institution is wiped 


ont in a night, leveled, obliterated and 
wrecked, so that nothing remains bat 
the energy and individuality of its pro- 
jectors and the fruits of their triumphs 
abroad. 


Some time before 1 o'clock last night 


a fire started on the second floor in the 
north-west corner of the main or - old 
building. This part is used as a paint 
room and some carpenter work is done 
there, so that the flames found the best 
of fuel to feed on. In a minute or two 
she tight flashed against the windows and 
spread ont in a manner to alarm Officer 
John Trommel, James Butler, who 
lives near the works, and Isaac Johnson, 
;he night watchman. His statement is 
substantially this: "About fifteen min- 
utes to 1 o'clock, I made the rounds of 
;he building and found everything reg- 
ular. I repaired to the ground floor of 
the main shop and began eatingmy mid- 
night lunch. Bather soon, possibly in 
tan or fifteen minutes, I heard a sort of 
rumbling or cracking sound as if light- 
ng matches and hurried to the upper 
floor only to see the blaze as you know." 


Just here the watchman seems to have 


lost his head. 
Some assert that he at- 


tempted to smother the fire with his 
own bands before sending in an alarm. 
Mr. Butler, who Uves close by, says that 
about that time he hurried, out of bed, 
ran around the works yelling 'fire" but 
he failed to discover the watchman. 


All this time the fire was growing into 


great volumes, and some two or three 
abras were sen tin.:,. The night, watch- 
man says the telephon e would 'not work 
and attributes his delay in giving a gen- 
eral alarm of fire to so many circum- 
stances that his story is all clouded. 


When the department arrived at the. 


scene the main building was in flames 
and beyond saving. 
The fire ran 


through the structure like a flash and 
when its fangs reached favored food the 
lames belched ont with renewed force. 
Windows crumbled, the roof rolled up 
and fell off, and the raging, soothing 
elements swept on with cyclonic swift- 
ness until the structure resembled a 
great fire pot fed from below by some 
liidden force. 


On this picture the firemen played, 


throwing one, two, three and four 
streams of water as the force would 
permit. The hose were stretched across 
the tracks _of the Pittsbnrg and Fort 
Wayne road, blockading it for three 
hours. 


But the fire raged madly on unmind- 


ful of the water and it seemed as though 
it would never lose its force. 
Now .the 


northwest corner toppled over, then the 
top of the north wall and here and there 
huge chunks of brick fell out, leaving 
spire like projections to divide the blaze 
and give it even more fierceness. 


There was scarcely no wind, and hap- 


pily so, for it must seriously menace the 
surrounding houses; As it was the huge 
sparks, set the roofs on fire, but a friend- 
ly splash from the hosemen 
would 


quench each recurring blaze. 


Still the fire swept on eating its way 


from one room to another until it en- 
sconced the entire plant and it was good 
daylight wheu the flames spent their 
fury and climbed, circled and writhed 
about the parched walls in their mad 
chose for further food. 
Doomed from 


the start, destruction was now com- 
plete and tho scene lost its wierd charms 
for ,the hundreds of people whom the 
shrill alarm of the fire bell summoned 
from their homes. 


The buildings, all of them, are burned 


beyond repair. The destruction is com- 
plete—the loss entire. 


By a little strategy, tho private office, 


projecting out towards Broadway, was 
saved from complete rum and this hap 
pily preserves the papers, books and 
valuable records of tho company, ena- 
bling them at least to keep track of their 
extensive business abroad. Those con 
stitute the trophies of a losing battle 
and arc about all the company havo left 
of their Fort Wayiio plant. 


• THE LOSS AMD INSURANCE. 


The loss of tho Jonnoy company is esti- 


mated all tho way from $200,000 to $800,- 
000, with an insurance of only 9148,000, 


all it could get, and some of that was 
placed but recently. 


"Our loss, said Mr. P. A. Bandall, one 


of the stockholders, "is vastly more than 
the insurance. Our invoice shows that. 
When you take into consideration the 
expensive machinery we employ and 
the. costly nature of our stock, not to 
mention our loss of business, yon can 
form an idea of our total loss." 


THE EUPIiOIES AHT> PAT BOLD. 


The Jenney company employed al- 


most 300 persons, 80 of whom are 
women. 
"Our pay roll," said Mr. 


Charles B. Fitch, the assistant manager 
of the works, "amounted to from $12,- 
000 to $15,000 a month. At present the 
pay roll (mounted to more than that' 
sum for our increased demands have 
just forced us to,« thirteen hour schedule 
and the emjdoyeslabored until lOo'olock 
each night." 
• . 


On this topic Mr. P. A. Randall has 


some important figures. Said he, "The 
Jenney company was doing a business 
of two million dollars a year. 
We have 


orders enough on hand to run the 
works night and day for six months 
without touching another contract. In 
our shop hist night we had $100,000 
worth of finished work, and this is our 
severest loss. We have two hundred 
and fifty electric light plants to supply 
outside of Fort Wayne. Our New York 
plant promises us a phenomenal income 
and only the other day Mr. McDonald 
contracted to light a new hotel at Sun 
Francisco. We employ in our Fcrt 
Wayne shops three hundred people, but 
when you take our agents aud represen- 
tatives on the road, and tlie fact that J. 
H. Bass and Louis Bnstetter have gangs 
of men always on our work, you rain 
safely say that four hundred people .ore 
dependent on the Jenuey company for 
employment. 
Bnt back of all this is a 


fortunate circumstance. 
Two weeks 


ago we only had an insurance of $25,- 
000. 
In the past few days the insur- 


ance was increased to $148,000, and it 


lpffHis out now."

Mr. McDonald 
has telegraphed machine men to meet 
him here this week and in the consulta- 
tion then tho matter will be decided. 


Mr. P. A. Bandall said: "I cannot say 


what we will do about rebuilding. Our 
engine and boiler are intact, having es- 
caped the fire. Our property is here, 
the foundation of the works is as good 
as ever and most of the brick can be 
used. 
These, of course, are induce- 


ments .to rebuild, but I cannot say what 
will be done until Mr. McDonald arrives 
home. Judge Taylor, who is our coun- 
sel, says he does not think the shops 
here will be rebuilt." 


Back of all this lurks tho influence 


of the Thompson-Houston company. 


THK COHPAOT AND ITS RESOURCES. . 


The Jenney Electric Light company 


was organized in 1881, on what was 
known as the C. J. Jenney patents. The 
transactions that year were purely 
experimental. 
In 
1882, 
they 


were unimportant, but in 1883, active 
operations began, and from that time 
dates the success of the company. Their 
quarters on Superior street grew too 
small for the business, and the com 
pany acquired what was known as the 
Gnuse mower works at tho junction of 
Broadway and the. Fort Wayne road. 
They added to tho building from year to 
year, and even tho past summer built a 
coal and coko room, nud a carpenter and 
pattern department that they expected 
to occupy uoxt week. This was thoir 
plaut and 
it was

for tho requirements of the company, 
which havo assumed mammoth propor- 
tions. 


Tho capital stock of the company is 


8500,000, divided botween John 
H. 


Bass, B. T. McDonald, H. G. Olds, P.

McDouald is general manager and to 
him, all concede, in due entirely, tho 
power, prestige and greatness of tho 
Fort, Wayno Jonnoy Electric light com- 
pany. The cloud that shadowed its 
patents wore lifted some months ago liy 
Judgo Walter Q. Oresluuu in hid do 
cisiou against tho Brush company. Thii 
gave tho Jenney company unqnestiouot 
standing iu tho business world, and in 
croasod tho value of tho property beyond 
the hopp-B of the stockholders. 


It led to a consolidation of the Fort 


Wayne Jeuney company and the Thomp 
son-Henston company, of Lynn, MaM. 
Ihe bust named company, it is said, ac- 
quired a controlling interest in the 
fort Wayne plant and it was estimated 
at the time of the deal, Borne five months 
ago, that a few of the local stockholders 
realized something like $100,000eaohon 
heir electric light investment. On. this 
question of consolidation the officers of 
the company are silent, asserting in 
eply to all enquiries, that it is no 
one's affair but their own. 


THE WATER SUPPTiY FATXiUKK. 


As is usual in such cases, the water 


supply failed several times during the 
fire this morning and this fact in a great 
measure crippled the firemen and ten- 
dered OW battle hopeless. The fire, 
of course, was a great distance from the 
>umping house and the force, could not 
ye stronger with the present machinery. 
No one is to blame for this state of 
affairs but the city. Its pumping nppn- 


itus is notoriously insnfficeut aud this 


condition of things stares every citizen 
in the face.

Homoin 
tains that, as the circuit court had no 
jurisdiction over Bobertson, a bond 
from Smith accepted by the court was 
invalid, hence Colonel Bobertson can 
not recover damages on the bond. What 
further steps in the case will be taken is 
not known.
